Fliers Arrive in Dublin 
on First Leg of Long 
Hop Westward Over 
Yet Undefeated Ocean. 


DEPARTURE IS SET 
EARLY WEDNESDAY 


Experts Fear One Motor 
Insufficient To Carry 
Plane Over Ocean in 
Face of Hard Winds. 


Albany, N. Y,, March 26.—( United 
News.)—Governor Alfred E. Smith 
wrote his second letter today to Sen- 
ator Gerald P. Nye, once more taking 
Nye to task for bringing his name 
into the investigation of the Teapot 
Dome oil scandals. 

Smith charges that Nye once ac- 
cepted Smith’s denial: of any connec- 
tion with the “tainted” oil money, 
and then altered his position. 

“It is an insult to the public in- 
telligence for you to suggest that in 
order for you to accomplish the prop- 
er purposes of a senate committee, it 
is necessary for me to submit with- 
out resentment to a false and unjust 
statement from you,” Governor Smith 


wrote. 


Dublin, March 26.—(United News.) 
Three German aviators are awaiting 
“here tonight to start, probably at dawn 
Wednesday, a flight across the Atlan- 
‘tie “to Mitchel field, N. Y., or 
heaven.” 

They arrived at Baldonnel flying 
field, outside Dublin, at 4:30 p. m. 
today after an 800-mile flight from 
Templehof field, Berlin, whence they 
took off at 8:08 a. m., with only three 
people to watch them. 

Herman Koehl, Arthur Spindler, 
and Baron von Huenefeld ere the 
fliers. Koehl and von Huenefeld are 
veterans of a trans-Atlantic attempt 
last summer, when a gale that almost 
kept their plane stationary in the ain 
forced them to turn back from the 
western Irish coast. ‘Their plane is 
the one they used then—the Junkers 
monoplane, Bremen. 

Koehl Veteran Pilot. 

Koehl is a veteran pilot. He is 
married. Spindler, 37, was a sergeant 
major in Koehl’s aerial bombin~ squad- 
ron in the world war. He has a wife 
and two children. Von Huenefeld is a 
bachelor with an aged mother. He is 
a close friend of the former crown 
prince. 

“In taking off from Berlin on the 
first leg of their trans-Atlantic flight, 
all three men knew they were flying 
as nearly into the face of death as a 
man well could without contemplating 
deliberate suicide. 

Last summer four planes crossed the 
north Atlantic, all eastward. Others 

‘turned back; two went down at sea. 

» Six planes started the westward flight 
and none made it. Three were driven 
back. by storms; two disappeared 
without trace. 

Two Moré Join List. 

This season Mrs. Frances Grayson’s 
Dawn and the Endeavour of Captain 
W. R. Hinchliffe and the honorable 
Elsie Mackay have been the only 
starters, the first flying to Newfound- 
land ready for the eastward flight; 
the second starting out from England 
to fly westward. Neither has been 
heard from. 

Experts say the westward flight is 
almost impossible at the present stage 
of airplane development. Strong winds, 
blowing almost always directly east- 
ward, add to a woolly fog that caused 
Lindbergh most of his trouble. 

But the three Germans seem undis- 
mayed. When they started from Tem- 
plehof, Von Huenefeld said: 

“We are going to Mitchel field or 
- heaven.” 

The plane is a lazd one. It has no

Chicago, March 26.— (United 
News.) —“Diamond Joe” Esposito 
slept tonight amid a heavy perfume 
of roses and “lilies, at peace with the 
world. | 

The extreme price he paid for 
peace—the price that many other 
leaders of his kind have paid—was 
exacted last Wednesday night when 
he was killed in ftont of his home 
by a volley of shotgun and revolver 
bullets fired by unknown assassins. 

Power in Politics. 

Esposito was a power in politics, 
a leader among the 400,000 Chicago 
Italians and a close associate of beer 
barons, alky cookers, bootleggers and 
other rulers of the anderworld. 

Today all these classes mingled for 
the same purpose—to pay homage to 
“Diamond Joe.’ Braving a drenching 
rain which later tufmed into a bliz- 
zard to dull the splendor of a mag- 
nificently-planned funeral, they came 
and paid silent tribute to the man 
who rose from a poor immigrant to 
prominence, only to pay the toll of 
death for his life’s work. 

Side by Side. 

They stood side by side, Italians, 
humble and wealthy, leaders in civic 
and state political life; habitues of 


rious to look on in silence as the 
casket was borne to “Joe's” final 
resting place, ;

United States Senator Charles Y.

Other political leaders, inelud- 
ing four Chicago judges, Thomas Ol- 
sen, Charles McKinley, Francis Al- 
legretti and William Seltzer, and 
State Senator Thomas Curran, at- 
tended. 

_ Political workers from the twenty- 
fifth ward, which formerly was known 
as the “bloody nineteenth,”’ wearing 
black silk memorial badges, mingled. 
in large numbers among the mourn- 


ers, 
High Mass Sung. 

A requiem high mass was sung, 
Father William Murphy extolled the 
philanthropic virtues of the — fallen 
leader among his people and the cas- 
ket was borne to the hearse as squads

Miami Officer Swears 
Quigg Ordered Him To 
Take Prisoner for “Car 
Ride in. Country.” 


Miami, Fla., March 26.—()—The 
three police officers accused with Chief 
H. Leslie Quigg of the murder of a 
negro prisoner, killed two and a half 
years ago, may be used as defense wit- 
nesses tomorrow when hearing on 
Quigg’s application for habeas corpus 
is continued. 

J. Walter Kehoe, chief of defense 
counsel, announced tonight after the 
hearing recessed that he would want 
them in court tomorrow. 

Graphic pictures of alleged collusion 
between the chief and his officers to 
mistreat and shoot to death the pris- 
oner were drawn today by a former 


city detective, 
Legality Challenged. 

Quigg has challenged the legality of 
the grand jury which returned indict- 
ments charging him and three other of- 
ficers with slaying H. Kier, a negro 
bellboy. Meanwhile he seeks his lib- 
erty ona habeas corpus writ. 

BE. W. Pierce, former city detective, 
told the court that Quigg personally 
ordered him and another officer to 
take Kier to a lonely spot and “beat 
hell out of him” on the night when the 
negro was slain. Kier was charged 
with insulting advances to a white 
woman, 

Tells of Shooting. 


W. M. Beechey, whose testimony 
three weeks ago first connected Quigg, 
with the slaying, related details of 
the shooting. He said he, Lieutenant 
M. A. Tibbits and Detectives John 
Caudell and Tom Nazworth, the lat- 
ter three of whom are under indict- 
ment, took Kier away from the police 
station. He declared Nazworth did 
the shooting, the first shot going wild 
and wounding Tibbits, |

After the officers returned and 
Tibbits went to a hospital to have his 
wound treated, Quigg was called, said 
Beechey. Quigg came to the hospital 
and said “somebody will have toe go 
back there and move that negro’s 
body where it won’t be found for sev- 
eral days or you will have to agree on 
a story to fix your presence somewhere 
else,” / testified. 

After the officers refused to go back 
and move the body, Beechey said all 
except Tibbits went to a negro baseball 
park, where they agreed on a story 
that Tibbits had been wounded at the 
park by an unidentified negro, who 


escaped. 

Frame New Story. 
Pierce said he accompanied Quigg 
to the hospital where Tibbits was con- 
fined. “The boys have played hell 
and Tibbits is shot,” he quoted Quigg 
as having said. 
“We'll have to frame another story,” 
he said the chief of police told them. 
Kier was left dead on the outskirts 
of the city after several shots were 
fired into his body. 
Peirce said Nazworth told Quigg 
that the negro seized Tibbits’ gun and 
wounded the lieutenant.

Chicago, March 26—(/)—The home 
of United States Senator Charles S. 
Deneen, at 61st street and Normal 
avenue, was bombed tonight. 

The bomb struck the front of the 
house, damaging it badly, the report 
to Englewood police said. No one 
was injured. Deneen was in Chi- 
cago today for the funeral of Dia- 
mond Joe Esposito, the 25th ward 
Italian leader who was a candidate 
for ward committeeman under the 
banner of the Deneen republican fac- 
tion. 

Police ascribed the bombing to: poli- 
tical warfare. 

The bombing was the fifth since 
the first of the year involving persons 
of high political connections. It was 
the first, however, directed against 
any persons openly opposing the city 
administration. 

Previous bombings were at _ the 
homes of City Comptroller Fitzmor- 
ris, Dr. Reid (a political associate of 
Mayor Thompson), Judge Scarbaro 
and L, Cuneo, secretary ¢o State's At- 
torney Crowe. 

Less than 15 minutes later a bomb 
was exploded at the Crandon avenue 
homeé of Cireuit Judge John A. Swan- 
son, Deneen candidate for state’s at- 
torney against Crowe. 

Judge Swanson was driving his car 
hinto his garage when the bomb ex- 

loded, wrecking the porch of the 

ouse and shattering windows. Where- 
as the bomb at Senator Deneen’s home 
was a “powder pineapple,” that used 
at Judge Swanson’s was dynamite. 

Senator Deneen was understood to 
be on his way back to Washington. 
Judge Swanson was 


the Deneen-hothe wiien the bomb 
exploded was a Miss Deneen, a rela- 
tive of the senator, and « maid. They 
were hurled from their beds by th 
force of the explosion; 

Detective squads swarmed through 
the south side in the wake of the ex- 
plosions, seeking. the bombers and ap- 
prehensive that even more might be 
exploded.

Only one witness of the bombing 
at the senator’s residence was found.

One man 
alighted, returning in a moment and 
the car was driven away. A few 
seconds later the explosion occurred.

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IN CALIFORNIA 
NOW OBVIATED 


Swollen Rivers Return to 
Banks and Alarm Caused 
by Recent Disaster Found 
To Be Ungrounded. 


ONLY ONE DEATH 
CAUSED BY STORM 


Nevada Streams, Threat- 
ening To Break Dams, 
Subside as Clouds Give 
Away Before Sunshine. 


March 26.—(/)— 
Rivers in northern California and 
western Nevada were returning to 
their banks tonight after flgoding 
large areas as the result of heavy 
rains and melting snow in the high 
Sierras. > 

North Sacramento in California and 
Reno in Nevada suffered most, while 
thousands of acres of farm lands and 
orchards were flooded in other sec- 
tions. 

In north Sacramento hundreds of 
tomes and other buildings were part- 
ly submerged by the rising waters of 
the Sacramento and American rivers. 
Sacramento proper was protected by 
its high levees. All highways into 
North Sacramento were covered with 
water which caught many automo- 
biles, One death was reported there, 
Zachariah Parker, 72, being drowned., 

In Reno several blocks were under 
water from the Truckee river. Last 
night it was feared that Boca dam at 
the convergence of the Truckee and 
the Little Truckee, 22 miles west in 
California, might break and add its 


500 acre-feet to the torrent that al- 
ready has done much damage. This 
danger, if it existed, was regarded as 
past today, as the waters were reced- 
ing and the dam still holding without 
signs df weakness. 

Along the Stanislaus river in cen- 
tral California much damage was re- 
ported. Farms and orchards especial- 
ly in the vicinity of Modesto were over- 
run. In some places the water was 6 


feet deep. _ 
SEEPAGE IN DAM

of the St. Francis dam had been ob- 
served as early as February 1 and 
steadily increased until the huge struc- 
ture collapsed under the pressure 
its impounded waters, the corner’s jury 
investigating the disaster was told to- 
day by William T. Hoke, retired min- 
ing man.

Seepage had “increased greatly” Sat- 
urday, 72 hours before the disaster, 
and Monday: a few hours before the 
dam gave way it was “100 per cent 
greater than on Sunday and the wa- 
ters were ‘very muddy,’” declared the 
witness. 

Hoke said he was not a geologist, 
except. by practical experience, but 
that he believed he “knew the canyon 
structure as well as any man living.”

For 
example, suppose more body turn’ is 
needed. What is the simplest met!- 
ol?

JURY'S RIGHT 10 FIX 
SENTENCES UPHELD 


The state supreme court today up- 
held the constitutionality of the Geor- 
via law, enacted by the last legisla- 
ture, giving to juries of city courts in 
counties of not less than 60,000 nor 
more than 70,000 population the right 
to impose sentence in misdemeanor 
cases,

Students in the senior «'1ss of the 
mechanical engineering department at 
the Georgia §chool of’ Technology are 
slated to do Some practical work in 
motion study, according to an an- 
nouncement Monday. 

This work will be done under the 
supervision of the oy. laboratories 
in cooperation with the Georgia Power 
company. The study will include the 
Morningside and Virginia avenue bus 
lines, for the purpose of determining 
the amount of interference encounter- 
ed in bus operation on these lines. 
Two students, equipped with stop 
watches, clip boards, and special tab- 
ulation forms made up for this work, 
will ride one bus on each line for a 
number of hours Tuesday morning, 
and time lost, due to interference, will 
be recorded en the following . items: 
Auto trucks, red lights, horse-drawn 
vehicles, automobiles, loading, un- 
loading, number of passengers on, 
number of passengers off, stops, 
starts, running time, street cars, mo- 
tor buises, traffic boulevards and mis- 
cellaneous’ hindrances. 

This is the second time that work 
of this type has been done by Tech 
students in recent years. Investiga- 
tions similar to this were run two 
years ago on the Luckie to Water 
Works car line. The information se- 
cured in this work is of great value 
to the Georgia Power company as 
well as to the students, it is said. 

The work will be under the direct 
supervision of Major A. A. Case, 
head of the shop department, and 
Professor J. G. Luter.

Chicago, March. 26.—(4)—Sensa- 
tieval private estimates of crop loss- 
es through abandonment of soft win- 
ter wheat’ acreage gave a decided up- 
ward swing to the wheat market to- 
day. One Chicago crop authority re- 
ported that in Mlinois, Indiana apd 
Ohio 70 to 80 per cent of fields seed- 
ed to <°"t varieties of wheat are prac- 
tically a failure. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
firm. 1-Ze to 1 5-8c net higher. Corn 
finished 7-Sc to 1 3-Se up, oats un- 
changed to 1-2c advance, and pro- 
visions unchanged to a rise of 7c. 

Advices at hand today indicated 
about the worst winter losses in soft 
winter wheat ever known. Out of SO 
experimental plots of Purdue uni- 
versity, Lafayette, Ind., only seven 
would be left for harvest, it was 
stated, and all of the seven are seed- 
ed with hard winter wheat, not. soft, 

Considerable selling of May deliy- 
ery of wheat and simultaneous buy- 
ing of deferred deliveries took place 
at one time as a result of announce- 
ment the United States wheat visible 
supply had decreased only 657,000 
bushels for the week, leaving the to- 
tal at 68,000,000 bushels compared 
to 40,000,000 a year ago. 

An wnexpected sharp decrease of 
1,388,000 bushels in the corn visible 
supply did much to give independent 
strength to the corn market. In ad- 
dition, unfavorable weather for corn 
movement was a bullish factor, espe- 
ciallly as stocks of corn at eastern 
points are small. Oats were firmer, 
sympathizing both with corn and 
wheat.

Of Canal Locks 


Balboa, Canal Zone, March 26—(/) 
Damaged locks and the scraped sides 
of the U. 8. 8. Lexington. today testi- 
fied to the difficulty the giant aircraft 


carrier had im passing through the 
Panama canal. 

A high wind blowing af the time of 
the journey yesterday made the hand- 
7“ of the big vessel difficult. 

hree heavy concrete lampposts 
were torn down as the ship passed 
through the three chambers of. the 
Gatun locks at the Atlantic end of the 
canal. As she started down to the 
Pacific at the Pedro Miguel lock an- 
other lamppost was derholished and a 
heavy steel handrail running along the 
top of the lock crushed. 

The ship, which is 106 feet across 
at its widest.point and 888 feet long, 
had a narrow margin of clearance and 
was scraped. The locks are 110 feet 
wide and 1,000 feet long. 

The Lexington got through the 
canal in less time than the aircraft 
carrier Saratoga, which is of the same 
size, taking 12-hours, while it took 
the Saratoga three days to pass from 
Cristobal to Balboa. 

When the vessel passed through the 
Gatun locks on February 5 the anti- 
aircraft standard of the Saratoga peel- 
ed off several feet of concrete from the 
top of ‘the lock wall. The ship took 
five hours to reach Gatun lake. Be- 
cause of fresh trade winds prevailing 
at the time the vessel stayed at Gatun 
lake a day and then began the descent 
to the Pacific. In going through 
Pedro Miguel lock the ship slightly 
scraped the framework of the emer- 
gency lock on February 7 and took 
9 hours to reach Balboa. 


MINUTE IN JAIL

Pensacola, Fla., March 26.—(?)— 


Crow case was foreseen here tonight 
when the Colored Voters league is- 
sued a statement to the effect that 
negro voters in this city intend to 
vote in the coming city primary and 
general election come what may. 

In a statément made public tonight 
the league says it does not want any 
race riot, but says it is determined 
to take part in the city election, vot- 
ing for any candidate it chooses. It 
} declares it will carry the‘ fight for 
this right to every court in the United 
States if necessary. 

The statement points to lack of 
negro representation in* the adminis- 
tration of city affairs and financing. 
It states openly that negroes in the 
city have not been taken care of prop- 
erly, and that it, the league, intends 
to rectify. this situation at the polls. 

Pointing to the fact that its mem- 
bers are taxpayers and otherwise eli- 
gible to vote as they choose the league 
says “we want justice and justice is 
all that we ask for.” 

Several hundred negroes have al- 
ready registered in the city oftices. 
Several days ago the state attorney 
general issued an opinion that negroes 
could not, under Florida laws, vote 
in the city election. He suggested 
that negroes who registered to vote in 
the city primary could be held for 


perjury.
